¥ YOU think all the manufacturers 

of scale model railroad equipment 
are giants, forget it. Some of the big 
names are small operations whose 
fame has come about because their 
merchandise is top quality and im- 
portant in its particular end of the 
model railroad hobby. 

As a matter of fact, some firms are 
operated by one man or by a family, 
and there just isn’t enough time in 
the day to permit answering of those 
multi-page letters asking for tech- 
nical information. If you must write 
for information, keep those queries 
short and provide an-. addressed post- 
card on which a quickie reply can be 
hurriedly written. Your local hobby 
dealer is usually the man to see re- 
garding questions on how to build 
your pike, and he’ll usually be glad 
to do so when he isn’t jammed with 
money-spending customers! 

If most manufacturers are not gi- 
ants of industry, it might be noted 
that they are a dedicated group and 
most of them probably could be mak- 
ing more money in other more re- 
munerative fields. They get their 
kicks producing equipment calculated 
to make most of their customers hap- 
py. Sometimes they must make com- 
promises and strive for a happy 
medium. 

One manufacturer we know quite 
well takes a substantial amount of 
good-natured kidding from his cus- 
tomers and he’ll usually banter it 
right back. Now he is caught in a 
profit squeeze between rising prices 
of material and a desire to keep prices 
down although he hasn’t raised his 
prices in some years. In showing me 
some correspondence from modelers 
containing very unjustified com- 
plaints, he confided that he could 
easily drop train manufacturing and 
be none the worse off. Fortunately 
for the modeler, we know he won't. 
We hope there is a moral here some- 
where.

From one of the importers of qual- 
ity locomotives comes a prediction, 
following a trip to Japan, that the 
era of mass produced brass loco- 
motives is drawing to a close. The 
giant Japanese electrical manufactur- 
ers are snapping up skilled solderers 
and model makers almost as quickly 
as the Japanese locomotive makers 
can train them. The prediction is that 
future locomotive imports will be in 
smaller quantities completely hand- 
made without the expensive tooling 
required for mass runs. Smaller runs 
will also spell out higher, more stable 
prices and possibly a greater variety 
of favored steam power. 

And don’t be surprised if future 
brass locomotives also come in from 
Hong Kong, Formosa, and Possibly 
Okinawa.

Making Special Locos 

As an ardent Espee steam fan, I got 
a great deal of enjoyment out of Paul 
Jansen’s SP F-4 in your July ’65 is- 
sue. My interest stemmed from two 
sue. My interest stemmed from two 
sources. I’ve got the F-1 on the 
drawing board, plus the apparent ex- 
pense of the engine’s construction. 
This is certainly cross-kitting on the 
grandest scale. 

Before everyone thinks I might be 
a troublemaker, let me say that I am 
a firm believer in the idea that cost 
is no object in a hobby. Also, I’m in 
the position of being able to justify 
the purchase of a really good engine 
now and then, but certainly not three 
at once in order to build one! Ouch! 

My biggest enjoyment in the hobby 
comes from scratch building of loco- 
motives, and as of yet, I have to find 
it necessary to buy an extra engine 
as Paul did just for the cab to finish 
up the project. I will readily admit 
that there is no task worse than lay- 
ing out a cab or tender on a sheet of 
brass, punching in the rivets, and 
fitting the whole together. However, 
I have found a wonderful substitute 
for this irksome task in the form of 
brass photoengravings. 

Photoengraving is a wonderful 
boon to modelers. It offers the ease 
‘in laying out accurate scale rivets and 
has the advantage of ready duplica- 
tion when several models of the same 
prototype are to be built. 

For my own use, I have had two 
negatives made up. On these, there is 
a series of five different SP cabs and 
six different SP tenders. And right 
now, I’m working on drawings for 
three SP boilers for photoengraving. 
The parts will have all of the close 
detail built right in, and when these 
parts are soldered together, they will 
have the correct profile and be com- 
posed of the proper number of: cours- 
es. The detail will include all of the 
smokebox rivets, builders plates, boil- 
er bands, firebox staybolts, and sim- 
ilar detail. 

True, you have to cut them out and 
assemble them, but you have to re- 
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move and adapt parts from any brass 
RTR assembly. Besides, there are no 
pangs of guilt from buying a $50 
locomotive just for the cab.

Wobbling Trucks 
In the June 1965 Trouble Shooting 
Dept., a fellow with wobbling freight 
cars was told to clean his wheels and 
replace faulty wheel and axle sets. 
This is only part of the answer and 
doesn’t mention the two main causes 
outside of the wheels themselves. 
1.—Loosely installed trucks. Too 
many modelers fail to tighten up on 
the truck screws and as a result cars 
are wobbly and shimmy all over the 
line. I've seen this happen even to 
modelers who should and do know 
better. 
2.—The wobbly action may also be 
caused by imperfect stamping of met- 
al bolsters resulting in a rounded top 
surface rather than a flat surface. 
Hope I’ve been able to help some 
guy somewhere with this.

those of us who use scale tolerances 
that it is too hard to have good op- 
erations in fine scale. These same O 
gauge modelers are most critical of 
HO as also being too small. Very suc- 
cessful HO operations as good as and 
in some instances better than O gauge 
are very commonplace. 

Considering my flanges at .30 as 
compared with HO at about .025 to 
.035 means that my wheels have 
about the same physical relationship 
to the rail as occurs in HO. But, I 
have approximately eight times the 
weight to keep these wheels on the 
track. If I have good operations al-

A picture story of activity centered at Elm Grove 


Yard on the HO Virginian & Ohio Railroad

8 Be LARGE photo at top of page 
shows number 95 drifting slowly 
out of the Elm Grove Yards for her 
first assignment of the day, passing 
by a track gang starting on the job 
of repairing a turnout. The early 
morning scene is framed by tunnel 
number 6 on the HO Gauge V&O 
layout. 

The photo at the left shows engine 
No. 95 serving as a pusher, helping a 
through freight over the summit. 
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Two veteran F-7 diesels on the 
head end of a long string of loaded 
hoppers cross over a wooden timber 
trestle. With the heavy demand of 
hoppers, some of the equipment is 
not always in the best condition, such 
as the C of G hopper damaged in a 
previous derailment. 


Here is a shot that caught the aft- 
ernoon local as it emerges from one 
of the many tunnels that are on the 
mainline of the V&O RR. This local 
freight runs daily except Sunday, be- 
tween the terminal of Afton and Elm 
Grove. 


Number 170 is the last engine to 
arrive at Elm Grove. It is spotted 
over the ash pit to have its fire 
cleaned and be put away for the 
night. On some layouts, a small yard, 
such as Elm Grove, can add much in 
the way of interest and operation to 
the layout. All this helps to create the 
feeling of a real mountain railroad. 


A mid-day lull in activity. This lo- 
cation of Elm Grove is vital to the 
operation of the V&O. It has a serv- 
icing facility for helper and local en- 
gines, and is a connection and termi- 
nal for the short-line K.C.&B. ws 
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Without good track, there can't 
be any good operation. Time 
taken in the beginning to assure 
the best possible track pays 
dividends later on in better run- 
ning and less maintenance. 


F THERE is one great major dif- 

ference between a scale model rail- 
road and a toy train layout, its in the 
trackwork. The transformation that 
takes place when any toy layout 
converts from tubular track to solid 
T rails on wooden ties is litte short 
of miraculous. Tubular track was a 
great invention fifty and sixty years 
ago and it’s still going strong on many 
toy layouts.

Commonly made errors by beginners are big realism destroyers: (1) 
Tru-Scale track held in place with giant sized flat head wood screws. 
Much better to cement roadbed in place with white glue or use 
smaller screws or brads driven between the ties or into the sides of 
the roadbed where they can be covered with ballast. (2) Avoid use 
of staples to hold roadbed in place. (3) Poorly cut roadbed joints 
don't fit together properly. Tie cut at angle should be removed 
entirely, Roadbed edges should be cut to butt together with almost 
invisible joint. (4) Soldered wire leads extending over edge of road- 
bed should be replaced with leads pushed into holes drilled right 
through roadbed at base of rail. Finally, ballast painted or sprinkled 
between ties improves overall appearance. The closed frog feature of 
Tru-Scale track provides very smooth operation. 

















Open benchwork of the Ramapo Valley Model Railroad Club is made 
of Ix2 and Ix3 lumber, screwed together where essential for stability 
and strength with added nails. Key legs are also strapped to floor. 
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Completed track is difficult to tell from larger gauge track or even 
from the prototype unless one stops to count spikes. Most commercial 
track can approach this for realism when properly laid.

ance than the too-often condemned 
tubular tinplate track. At least the 
tubular track is honest. It makes no 
pretensions. ; 

One of the photos on this page 
shows a closeup of a layout we re- 
cently inspected. The track used was 
Tru-Scale, which should provide a 
smooth running, good looking road- 
bed, in minimum construction time. 
Let’s see what the builder did. (1) 
He laid the track using hideous flat 
head wood screws, a first rate real- 
ism destroyer. It would have been far 
better to glue the roadbed to the 
Homosote using white glue (Ambroid, 
etc.). If screws were mandatory, 
smaller screws driven down between 
the ties would have been preferable. 
An attempt at using staples (2) to 
hold the track down apparently was 
totally unsuccessful. 

Since Ready-Track comes com- 
pletely assembled with gray painted 
ballast and pre-laid track, it is es- 
sential that all joints be made with 
care. At (3) we have an excellent ex- 
ample of poorly cut joints so that the 
roadbed doesn’t flow smoothly, as in 
the prototype. Also, the one tie has 
been sawn in half, at an angle. Much 
better that it should have been re- 
moved entirely. A bit of plastic wood 
should have been used to fill’ the 
crack, after which some Tru-Scale 
liquid ballast would have done a first 
rate job of hiding the joint com- 
pletely. 

Another common appearance rob- 
ber is seen in (4) the manner of at- 
taching the soldered wire leads. Here 
the builder has done a neat enough 
job of soldering the leads to the rails 
but has ruined the overall effect by 
drilling his holes in the Homosote 
rather than between the two ties ad- 
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The top surface is glued and individual wood ties dropped in place.

jacent to the rails. As a result, the 
wires are seen when they should be 
all but invisible. 

Perhaps one reason so many pikes 
have bad looking track is because the 
builders don’t take the trouble to 
study the real thing. We don’t quarrel 
with the need to compromise. Space 
limitations demand that model rail- 
roads use sharper curves 

For most ready-to-run model- 
ers, there is no real reason to use a 
smaller rail size than the standard 
code 100 in HO. Code 100 rail has 


been engineered and time tested to 
provide excellent operation. For those 
willing to go to the trouble, code 70 
track in HO or code 115 or even code 
100 in O scale can provide a welcome 
change. Modelers plunging into sub- 
standard rail sizes must be ready to 
do more work themselves in track 
laying and switch making, and they’ll 
have to be ready to grind down 
flanges and convert to RP-25 wheels 
in many cases where drivers and 
wheels hit spike heads. Some model- 
ers get around this problem by white 
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gluing rail to the ties. Occasional 
spikes can be used on the outside of 
the rail, or rails can be soldered oc- 
casionally to spikes or brads driven 
into the ties so their heads touch the 
bottom of the rail. 

Another look at real railroad road- 
bed will also change some thinking 
as to what real roadbed really looks 
like. In most yards, roadbed is totally 
lacking and in many instances you'll 
find that the ties are imbedded to 
their tops in cinders or mud or weeds. 
Weeds today are more common than 
they were back in the old days of 
steam. Modelers should cover the 
sharply defined edges of cork, wood, 
and rubber roadbed strips with stone 
or liquid ballast. Plaster scenery 
should be brought right up to the 
roadbed to de-emphasize the shape. 
Use stone or cinder ballast to fill in 
the sharply defined V crack between 
multi-track lines. Terrain Spray cans, 
ballast colored, are also useful for this 
purpose, and quick. 

Kemtron offers plastic tie plates 
for 0 scale. While their use ups the 
cost of track appreciably, the im- 
provement in appearance can be 
worth while for the modeler who is 
striving for utmost realism. Tie plates 
to match are also available: In 0 
gauge, its high time the 12 inch wide 
tie was replaced with more prototyp- 
ical 9 inch wide ties of brown. 

What color should ballast be? Col- 
ors vary. Looking out of the RMC 
editorial windows, we note that the 
ties on the two eastbound (south- 
bound) tracks are a deep oily brown, 
while the two westbound tracks are a 
dusty dirt brown. The stone ballast is 
also a dirty brown color, distinctly

not stone grey in appearance. Weeds 
are few on this busy main line, kept 
down by use of a Boraxo Weed 
Spraying Train. Rail tops are shiny, 
with a sky blue metallic color. Rail 
sides are dust colored on two tracks 
and oil slick brown on two others. We 
wouldn’t bet on nickel silver or brass 
as the champion for realism insofar 
as the old Erie-Lackwanna is con- 


cerned. ‘

tte vos Bere. gs 
ws the demise of Pacific Electric an era of classic 
interurban activity came to an end. Of all its 900 
plus peak miles of electric traction, the 5.93 miles of four 
track operation that extended along P.E.’s Southern 
District represented the ultimate in traction business. 
Not only was this four-track wide 78 electric conveyor 
crowded with passenger equipment from several outlying 
lines but it also catered to a busy stream of freight trains 
and box motors. And all this in a setting of industrial 
scope where stub tracks were frequently straying from 
the main line. 

Though the four-track main line has passed over the 
hill as an interurban, finally succumbing to age in April, 
1961, its profile still stands and much of it will probably 
remain, since the all diesel, all freight Pacific Electric 
of today is a prolific breeder of carloadings for its parent, 
Southern Pacific. 

Let’s examine P.E.’s four-track as it exists and as it 
existed in earlier years. If you’re a “juice” fan forget any 
reference to diesel, and in its stead visualize a 1600 class 
electric job involved with freight trains. Since there is no 
passenger service, references to interurban cars are dis- 
tinctly of an historical involvement. 

At the intersection of Olympic Blvd. and Hoover Street 
in Los Angeles, 1.47 miles from the elevated Sixth Street 
terminal, two tracks leave the middle of the street and 
enter upon a domain consisting of private right-of-way. 
Immediately a process of cellular division takes place and 
the two tracks become four. This is the northern boundry 
of the four-track line, and the twin ribbons from the 
street siphoned off passenger service while freight con- 
tinued on north for a couple of blocks to a yard and large 
freight house. 

It was at this point that four tracks, coming in from a 
block long connection with Eighth Street freight station 
and yard, joined. During off peak hours passenger Cars 
were frequently stored at Eighth Street, since the main 
line was in close proximity. 

During the height of its interurban activity, P.E. main- 
tained a small yard and several buildings for its electri- 
cal department on the west side of the main line, and a 
few hundred yards south of Olympic and Hoover, though 
in later this function was shifted south to Watts Jct.

While still in service, the small yard was always host to 
a half dozen or so of odd looking service equipment, the 
tower cars and other specialized rolling stock involved 
with maintaining a large interurban system. 

Exactly one mile south of Olympic and Hoover is Amo- 
co Jct., an interlocking plant which should interest any 
model builder who is interested in the unique of proto- 
type. Amoco tower is perched on top of an overhead 
bridge of steel girder design, much the same styling as 
can be found in overhead signal bridges. So it would be a 
simple task to alter one of the commercially available 
signal structures to accomodate a small structure in lieu 
of the block signals. 

Amoco Tower’s function is to control freight coming 
up from various Southern District lines, shunting it to 
nearby Butte Street Yard, busiest on P.E.’s system. It 
also shepherds freight traffic coming in from western 
beach cities, crossing it over to Butte Street, or perhaps 
funneling it through a series of crossovers to head for the 
Eighth Street facility. 

The four-track main becomes involved with a crossing 
of foreign trackage at Vernon Ave., .72 miles south of 
Amoco Jct. Here a street containing the narrow gauge 
mileage of a city streetcar line is met. Originally this 
streetcar line operated under the Los Angeles Railway 
banner, a title subsequently changed to L.A. Transit 
Lines before the transit authority became supreme. 

As a brief touch of background, consider that P.E.’s 
four-track line operates over a mostly signal-less terri- 
tory at rather low speeds, since it involves the crossing 
of frequent street crossings at grade. This is true of both 
past and present. For this reason, maximums of about 
30 mph have always been involved, even in the heyday 
of the interurban, with visual determination of track 
conditions the norm for motormen. What few signals 
there were, were located at interlocking plants so trains 
could be switched from one track to the other as condi- 
tions warranted. 

Slightly over a mile from Vernon Ave., the four-track 
main stem becomes involved with another grade crossing 
of foreign rail, in this instance a single track freight line 
belonging to Santa Fe. Slauson Pct. is the name of this 
interlocking plant, and a more normal style of tower 
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No Scale 
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Olympic and Hoover looking towards Los Angeles, northern limit 
of the four-track main, with San Pedro car 30! entering PROW. 
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controls this crossing as well as switches providing access 
tc P.E.’s Whittier-La Habra line. In the current mode of 
diesel freight movement, this latter connection provides 
linkage to a very important S.P.-P.E. joint yard at Los 
Nietos. In bygone years passenger trains headed east 
from Slauson Jct., going out on a double track link that 
quickly melted to a single strand of overhead wire. 

P.E. had a rule that inbound trains heading for L.A. 
were superior to out-bound movements, so the short 
stretches of double track leading away from the main 
line were important, usually serving as meeting points 
and keeping meets from tying up the main line. This is 
an important point to consider when modeling a track 
arrangement for interurban purposes. 

South of Slauson Jct. there isn’t a diverging line until 
Watts Jct. is reached, a 2.15 mile stretch. At one major 
street crossing in this neighborhood the track does show 
signs of modernization since it goes over the traffic 
artery on a bridge. And a few hundred yards north of 
Watts there’s a lead that reaches into Grahm Yard. 

Grahm Yard is a stub-end-affair designed primarily 
for storage purposes and for the switching of industrial 
loads in the mid-south section of P.E.’s system. Through 
freight usually runs directly from the harbor to Butte 
St. or Eighth Street yards, so that Grahm is essentially a 


. secondary facility, though during the electric era of 


freight service it did contain a small icing dock for 
locally generated perishable traffic. 

Watts Jct. is the south limit of the four-track profile, 
and from a modeling standpoint much more in scope than 
the northern boundry. At Watts Jct. there is both a 


’ freight and passenger depot, a sub-station, a car barn 


(now dieselized) and an interlocking tower plus diverg- 
ing track in three separate directions. 

During most of its years, Watts car barn was used to 
service mainly local equipment on a line that shuttled 


~ between that point and downtown Los Angeles. Today 


its programmed to handle the small horsepower diesels 
which are the mainstay of P.E.’s freight operations. Ex- 
cept for a few minor alterations and the absence of

east, while a similar duo turns southwest. The former 
line remains two tracks and is the Long Beach-San Pedro 
line, while the latter, which soon becomes a single track, 
is the Gardena- Torrance connection. 

The operating potential of Watts Jct. is legion, what 
with three lines fusing into one broad alley. Against this 
scene of a steady flow of interurban trains the towerman 
must find time to switch local cars in and out of a car 
house, while finding time to shuttle freights through the 
plant, which sometimes means a long line of rolling stock 
strung across four crossovers and a like number of tracks. 
A derail here and the whole railroad comes to a halt. 
Pure speculation it’s true, but it illustrates what can be 
done with P.E.’s prototype. 

Pacific Electric’s interurban rule book called for all 
local cars and freight trains to use outside tracks, while 
the center rails were reserved for through schedules, i.e. 
the likes of Long Beach, San Pedro, Santa Ana, etc. 
trains. Circumstances would create different patterns 
at times, but the three interlocking plants could shift 
trains back and forth as conditions dictated. N | 

All told there are quite a few modeling possibilities 
in the prototype offered by Pacific Electric’s four-track 
railroad. It’s short, but loaded with detail. Some may 
find interest in the structures such as Amoco Tower or 
Watts car house. Others may prefer to appropriate the 
manner of operating a layout like Watts Junction, or 
perhaps a less complicated tower such as Slauson Jct. 
Whatever the interest, P.E.’s four-track main stem was 
a unique picture of railroading, and to the extent that 
it still survives, it creates something deserving more 
than a fleeting glance on the part of a model rail. ss

[= Lehigh & New England Rail- 
road Company was a 178 mile 
coal carrier, connecting the coal re- 
gion around Tamaqua, Pennsylvania, 
with the important junction and 
marshalling yards at Campbell Hall, 
New York, via Hainesburg Jct. and 
Swartswood Jct., New Jersey, cutting 
across the northwest corner of the 
Garden State. 

From Tamaqua, the line doubled 
back to Lansford, Hauto, and Nes- 
quehoning, with another spur to 
Summit Hill. Other branches includ- 
ed the 17 mile Nazareth Branch from 
Penn Allen to Martin’s Creek, and 
the Lehigh & Lackawanna Branch 
connecting Allentown, Bethlehem, 
and Catasauqua with Bath and Bend- 
ers Jct. on the main line. Other spurs 
drifted off to Bangor, Sussex, and 
Palmerton. 

In addition to its coal traffic, the 
L&NE was also an originator of ce- 
ment, a commodity that took on in- 
creasing importance as coal declined 
following World War II. In 1947, the 
Lehigh & New England had 1700 
hopper cars on its roster, plus another 
465 cement hopper cars. By 1962 all 
of the coal hoppers had vanished from 
the roster but the number of cement 
hoppers had increased by nearly 200. 
Some 930 boxcars in 1947 also had

T WAS in 1835 that the first Ger- 
man railroad started operations 
between Nurnberg and Furth, on De- 
cember 7th. Pulling the first train 
was a handsome 2-2-2 type with 
tender but no cab called “Der Adler” 
(The Eagle). As with early American 
trains, the cars were little more than 
wagon bodies set on flanged wheels. 
“Der Adler” has been the subject 
of several models, including two by 
Maerklin including one rather rare 
O gauge model of the 1930’s, and an 
HO Italian replica by Rivarossi, sold 
in the United States through Associ- 
ated Hobby Manufacturers. & 
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Facsimile of the first German train is on dis- 
play in the Museum of Transportation, Nurn- 
berg. Train appeared in the film "Brothers 
Grimm," 


Among the famous pioneer loco- 
motives was the 1835 "Der 
Adler" which pioneered Ger- 
many's first railroad line and 
which has been the subject of 
at least two models. 


Model, possibly live steam, of "The Eagle" is 
erroneously marked "Adler", as is the full 
sized replica. Note two beer kegs on tender! 
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Eng. 2004 was supplying steam at Jersey City when snapped in Sept. 
1962. Battery boxes and air reservoir had disappeared, probably in 
an attempt to keep other Baldwin locos moving. 


Baldwin's double ended diesels saw less than a decade of service on 
the CNJ, due to parts shortages that saw the units increasingly ex- 
pensive to operate following Baldwin's departure from the diesel 
locomotive field.

HOn3 
WORKING 
KNUCKLES! 


The avant garde of model rail- 
roading can make the impos- 
sible happen, but they have the 
time, talent, and sometimes the 
money to bring it about, as in 
full working HOn3 knuckle coup- 
lers! 


I KNOW one fussbudget narrow 

gauger who, understandably or not, 
wanted a completely scale knuckle 
coupler that worked, and who took 
the steps to get one. A detailed chron- 
icle of the steps is unnecessary here, 
but the essential parts are time and 
perseverance (guts). Money and tal- 
ent help, but can be traded for more 
time and guts. The photos show the 
result: a movable ramp operated 
completely scale HOn3, fully auto- 
matic though not fully foolproof re- 
production of the %4-size No. 10 
Sharon coupler used on the former 
Owens Valley line of the Southern 
Pacific. 

This information is offered in the 
hope of helping out, by showing what 
one modeler, with a few friends, has 
done. The fussbudget who made these 
parts understandably wants to remain 
generally anonymous, because he can 
supply only enough for his needs and 
for a few friends. Or maybe it should 
be fiends! 

Admittedly, this isn’t for everyone 
today, but the scale model railroading 
of tomorrow could be like this. &

S I PUSHED back from one of 


Ma Spumoni’s delectable spa- 
ghetti dinners I let spill a remark 
that I had contracted to build a brick 
warehouse down by the tracks on the 
old Peterson property. Ma’s husband 
George and his brother, Uncle Char- 
ley who boards with them immediat- 
ely perked up. 

“Means you gonna re-open your 
brickyard?”’ 

“No Sir!” I replied emphatically. 
“You’re looking at a reformed build- 
er. No more kitewood bricks. Why 
man, I’ve got too carloads of Mr. 
Northeastern’s brick down on the 
siding now, waiting to be unloaded.” 

Uncle Charley had already dug out 
his treasured photograph album, say- 
ing he knew just what type ware- 
house I wanted to build, which, to tell 
the truth, was more than'I knew right 
at that moment. 

“There,” he says, pointing to an old 
yellowed picture, “that is the old 
Hoople warehouse that stood down 
below the depot back when I was a 
young buck. Old Major Hoople, God 
rest his flinty soul, built it back in 
98. And when they buried him, his 
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two boys, Freddy and Will took over, 
and they let it go to pot.” 

I had to admit it might do, so I 
borrowed the picture and said I’d get 
some blueprints made up. And while 
I was at it I figured that since Uncle 
Charley and George were both re- 
tired railroad men, why I might as 
well make use of their talents as 
technical advisers, like they do in 
Hollywood. 


“Which means we can run our 
mouths but you got all the say-so, I 
s’pose?” says Uncle Charley, he be- 
ing the talkative one, while George 
is the strong silent type. Then we 
dicker a while what might constitute 
suitable remuneration and settle on 
a sufficiency of thirst quenching li- 
quids, and Brown Mule, which to 
you uninitiated is chawing tobacco. 

The major’s warehouse must have 
been a pretty big one, and had to be 
scaled down to a more suitable size 
to fit existing space, as most of us 
don’t have too much acreage along 
our sidings. I drew up plans for a 
structure 25’ x 65’ exclusive of plat- 
forms and steps. Over all, 54%” x 9”

Checking with Figures A & B let’s 
proceed to cut out the walls from 
one brick sheet. The front wall is 
22%’ high by 25’ wide. The concrete 
caps which will be added to the cut 
out design at the top makes it ap- 
pear a few inches higher. The rear 
wall is 25’ wide, 16’ high at the eaves, 
and 21’ at the peak. The window 
openings (and note that those in the 


rear wall are set 2’ higher than those 
of the front wall) are 4’x8’ which, 
after the green prepainted 3” x 6” 
(1/32” x 1/16” in HO) stripwood cas- 
ings are inserted, takes 3%’ x 7%’ 
windows. A decorative belt of brick 
forms a lower ledge to the windows. 
This is simply a 3” x 6” piece of strip- 
wood painted brick color, then mark- 
ed off with pen or brush in white or 
gray ink. 

Using an ordinary school compass 
with pen point, set compass point at 
bottom center of window and pen- 
point will outline a perfect arc over 
window or door as the case may be. 
Brown or red ink is better than black 
here. After this simply paint out the 
mortar lines within the area with 
brick red paint, then add vertical 
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Figure A 
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divisions with pen or brush. And 
since, from time to time you'll be 
needing some touch-up brick paint, 
here’s how. A few brushfuls of red, 
a couple of yellow to give a slight 
orange tinge, then a touch of green 
to tone it down. If too dark, add a 
touch of white. Sanford’s Tempera 
(water) colors are cheap, available at 
most dime stores, and have the added 
advantage of being usable even after 
drying up, by adding a bit of water. 
However, railroad colors may be used 
if desired. Flat Floquil is quite useful. 

Now we'll need a piece of brick 
siding 6%’ x 25’ to cement back to 
back to the top of the front wall, and 
cut to the same design. If you don’t 
want to cut into that short piece you 
have left over from the endwalls, 
wait until you cut out the sidewalls 
and you’ll have enough scraps left 
over to complete the structure. When 
you have the front wall completed 
add the concrete caps at the top. I 
made these of 1/16 balsa, sanding 
them down to about 4 or 5 scale 
inches, then after fitting and cement- 
ing, color with a bit of gray paint to 
which a touch of yellow has been 
added. Now, to the rear of the wall 
add a piece of triangular 1/16” balsa 
or sheetwood of the same slope as the 
rear wall, for the roof to rest on. 

I drew up the plan with the idea 
of getting two complete sidewalls 
from a single sheet of brick siding in 
HO. Each side is 16’ x 64’ (these fit- 
ting inside the ends) so it looks im- 
possible. But by piecing with balsa 
or sheetwood the space back of the 
platforms, plus piecing one lower 
office wall of one side with brick, it 
can be accomplished. The warehouse 
portion of the walls need be but 1234’ 
high, which is just half of the 3%” 
brick sheet, then a 314’ x 44%’ strip 
is added to the bottom, which is hid- 
den by the platforms. A strip of 
brick siding 314’ x 1914’ is added to 
the bottom of one office side. 

The double window openings each 
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side of the office are 8’ wide, 8’ high 
at sides, with 9’ centers. The ware- 
house door openings are 7’ wide, 7’ 
high at sides, with 8’ centers. Both 
doors and windows should be cased 
with prepainted 3” x 6” (1/32”x1/16” 
HO) stripwood, except for the two 
doors which are in process of being 
bricked up. I might add that a med- 
lum green is a good color for the 
trim. 

For the sake of uniformity I made 
the height of both platforms 4’ which 
of course calls for a floor of that 
level, while the office floor is at a 3’ 
level. This calls for a stepdown into 
the office, accomplished in this man- 
ner. Cut one piece of %” balsa 24’ 
wide by 25’ long, and another 24’ wide 
by 44’ long. Let the longer piece over- 
lap the other and cement together 
giving a total floor size of 24’ x 64’. 
Scribe and stain. Cement strips along 
the sidewalls to support floor at 
proper length. 

At this point we can assemble and 
cement sidewalls, ends and floor to- 
gether, something I couldn’t do when 
building mine. 

“Looks like one of them fancy put- 
together-in-a-hurry kits,” says Uncle 
Charley as we chartered a balloon so 
as to photograph it from the air. 
“Never did see brick laid flat since 
they stopped using it for paving 
streets,” he added. But miraculously, 
when we had our raising party every- 
thing fitted into place . . . reminded 
me of those barn raising get-togeth- 
ers of neighbors when I was a snivel- 
ing kid. 

Now hunt up two more pieces of 
brick siding, each 6%’ x 25’ and ce- 
ment them back to back, duplicating 
the upper part of the front wall. No 
matter if the pieces happen to be 
only 6%’ x 24’ (which mine are). 
A 13’ x 25’ piece of 4%” balsa will do 
for the lower portion, cemented to 
the above, and set down on the office 
floor and should then be the same 
height as the front wall. Note the kit

photograph again and you will see 
that a triangular brace of 1/16” balsa 
needs to be cemented to both sides 
of this partition to serve as end sup- 
ports for the roof. Cut a door in the 
partition, then cement in _ place 
against the step up portion of floor. 
I painted the office area of mine 
green, and stained the rest of the 
interior a light brown. 

I made mention that both platforms 
are to be 4’ high, which is a bit on the 
steep for the team side but which can 
easily be remedied with a fill of 
earth. The car loading platform is 7’ 
wide with supporting brick piles and 
7%’ planking. Construction may be 
seen in photograph. Brick piles need 
only three sides, mitered by sanding 
and easier made with a core of balsa 
to cement to. The 3” x 3” wood rail 
(1/32” sq. in. HO) is not a necessity 
but that’s the way I found it on my 
protoype. Paint it black. The team 
platform is 6’ wide with a bricked 
wall and planks running lengthwise, 
and construction is clearly shown in 
photograph. There are steps of brick 
at one end. May as well make the 
office steps now, too. Sides of brick 
siding, centers of 3/32” balsa, painted 
brick red and mortar lines done with 
pen or brush. 

Charley, in his role of technical ad- 
viser, spoke up at this point. “That 
warehouse,” he says, “looks like it 
was built day after tomorrow!” And 
that it did, and it had me worried, 
never before having come in contact 
with the just laid newness of Mr. 
Northeastern’s brick. While I might 
admire a nice pretty complexion on a 
girl — well, on a warehouse built in 
1898, even with face-liftings and 
steam baths, why it just ain’t in the 
ecards. So it had to be aged. I’d no 
sooner mentioned aging than Charley 
says: “You want it to look just like 
the Major’s old building, is that it?” 

“That’s the general idea. Any sug- 
gestions?” 

Charley had one. He grabbed a six- 
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teen pound sledgehammer and took 
half a dozen steps down beside the 
platform. WHAMMO! With one swing 
he’d caved a ragged hole in the 
bricked platform wall. 

“Not that way!” I yelled, but I was 
too late. He let go another wild swing 
and the sledge took another toll of 
brick and went on through. Unfor- 
tunately Charley forgot to let go the 
handle and when I got to him he was 
stuck fast, head inside the hole and 
feet kicking in the air. On the other 
hand we were fortunate in that the 
photographer was just then making 
some photographs of that area, so I 
stepped back and let him preserve 
the episode for posterity. When I fi- 
nally pulled him out he got up none 
the worse off and dusted himself off. 

“Right there’s where Lem Purdy’s 
old mule kicked in a mess of brick 
back in ’16,” he says. I had wondered 
why a plank was nailed there. Now 
I knew. But had I not restrained Un- 
cle Charley he would probably have 
knocked several more remembered 
holes in the foundation. 

“I have a better plan,” I said. 
“We'll fake the other places you say 
were busted out.” Which I did as you 
may see in the photographs. 

But to get back to that aging —I 
equipped the boys with buckets of 
thinned red paint and they sloshed it 
on with reckless abandon. With such 
abandon that some mortar lines were 
entirely obliterated. Well, sir, when 
they’d finished, as Charley said, “It 
looks just like a building built of new 
brick which has been misused.” So 
that wasn’t the answer. George in 
one of his rare lucid moments made 
the suggestion that we stand off and 
throw garbage at it, but I vetoed that. 

“Nope,” I says, “but as Chic Sale 


would have put it, ‘it looks like I'll 
have to go and do some settin’ and 
thinkin’ on the subject,’” Which I 
done. And I came up with a brilliant 
idea which saved the day. I got me 
a sharp pointed brush and a cake of 
ochre, which is something the color 
of straw colored clay. In these days 
of rising costs you will probably have 
to put out 59c for what cost me 29c, 
or else swipe the set of water colors 
from some kid. I tried other colors 
but settled on ochre as the best single 
color. Wet your brush, get some color 
on it then go down the horizontal 
mortar lines hitting most of them, 
letting it widen here and there, and 
even dabbing a brick now and then. 
Next have a go at some vertical dab- 
bing. That’s the whole secret. Where 
the mortar lines had disappeared I 
just painted them in with ochre. It 
all boils down to getting away from 
that nice even regularity of pattern 
which Mr. Northeastern spent so 
much time perfecting. Actually it 
looks a lot better to the color con- 
scious eye than to the critical but 
color blind film. Should you want 
some areas to look as though they’ve 
collapsed but have been repaired, just 
leave them untouched. 

I’ve put off the windows and sky- 
lights as long as possible, so now 
let’s get to them. I sketch my win- 
dows in detail with a pencil on white 
paper, lining them up, then fasten 
my window material over the sheet 
with masking tape. I rub the surface 
with pumice powder (kitchen clean- 
ser will do) to give it tooth. Then 
with black drawing ink it is quite a 
simple matter to draw in the win- 
dows. Look at Figure D for frame- 
work of skylights — they’re made of 
1/16” stripwood or balsa, 5’x 6’. As

repaired, Warehouse is a fairly easy project. 








for the double windows when it 
comes to installing them cement them 
in place, then fit an arched prepaint- 
ed top piece of 1/20” or 1/32” x %” 
stripwood, and add a dividing vertical 
member 1/16” wide. 

The door openings after casing are 
614’ wide, so I made my doors 7’ wide 
by 8’ in height; one completed pair 
may be seen in the kit photograph. 
The pair is made as one, then cut 
apart if needed. Since I found as 
many as seven types of doors at one 
warehouse, use whatever type ap- 
peals to you. Make them of 1/32” 
sheetwood, plain or sheathed, and if 
available, use 1/20” stripwood for 
bracing. Decals were used to number 
the doors on the railroad side. 

Apparently the Major found he 
could dispense with one door on each 
side, as two doors are in process of 
being bricked up. one to contain a 
window, the other with a door frame 
in place. 

And the Major was a great one for 


‘guarding his possessions as you will 


note by the thick iron bars at the 
windows. More like jail bars. Which 
came of using button thread and was 
so lost in admiration of my achieve- 
ment that not until they were ce- 
mented in place did I discover the 
thickness equal to nearly an inch 
and a half. Nor was I about to scrap 
them at that stage, but I did experi- 
ment with thread as small as No. 60 
and found it would work. 

To make the guards you lay out 
your design with pencil on a stiff 
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cardboard and get your spacing, using 
that in Figure D as a guide. Make a 
slit with razor blade for each thread 
at top and bottom of cardboard. 
Squeeze out some white glue (other 
types may work as well) wet the 
tips of forefinger and thumb with it 
then run your thread back and forth 
between them. Let dry with light 
weight suspended from ohe end. It 
will still be somewhat flexible, of 
course. Insert thread in top slit and 
stretch to bottom one in cardboard 
until you have your five vertical 
bars. Slip a strip of waxed paper be- 
neath the strands, then at measured 
intervals dot threads with cement 
and stretch short horizontal threads 
across. When dry an additional touch 
of cement will insure good joints. Cut 
away with razor blade and trim with 
scissors and cement to windows. 

And now to the roof. It is made up 
of two layers, first one of 1/16” balsa, 
then an overlay of 1/32” balsa with 
grain at right angles to the other. 
Let’s take the office roof first. The 
1/16” sheet measures 15%’ x 18’ plus 
a little corner extension of 1’ x 2’ 
where this meets the larger main 
roof. the 1/32” sheet 1534’ x 18’ and 
cement to the other, the overhang be- 
ing at the eaves. Bevel the two sides 
and join at the peak. When the ce- 
ment has set, turn over and cement a 
triangular brace of %” balsa to the 
underside. The chimney is 2’ x2’ 
made by mitering and joining four 
pieces of brick siding, made easier 
by using a core of balsa. 
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Uncle Charley and George Spumoni pose as Freddy and Will Hoople, 
the Major's sons who let the warehouse go to pot.

Now the main roof. The 1/16” sheet 
required here is 21%’ x 46’ and the 
1/32” sheet 2134’ x 46%’ with the 
overhang at rear and at eaves. But 
before cementing these together, cut 
out openings in the 1/32” overlay to 
take your 5’ x 6’ skylights, the exact 
location of which you can gauge from 
Figures B & C. Bevel and join and 
add braces to under side, one close to 
rear wall to keep it fitting snug. Add 
small smokestack and we’re ready 
for the paint job, or whatever meth- 
od of roofing you wish to use. I mixed 
railroad paint to a medium gray, then 
added some green. I put this on thick, 
squirted some powdered graphite over 
it sloshed it around and got a grimy 
looking rooftop. Then with rule and 
brush I lined it with slightly darker 
paint to simulate roofing. 

At the rear (see Figure B and rear 
view photograph) add 1/32” x 1/16” 
fascia boards against the brick under 
the eaves, then using some 6” x 6” 
(1/16” sq. in. HO) stripwood or blasa, 
cut six lengths about 1%’ long each 
and cement to under side of eaves. 
Now two more pieces, these 46’ long 
each, running the full length of the 
eaves at each side. Now come the roof 
braces as seen in Figure B. You'll 
need four for each side each com- 
posed of three lengths of 1/16” square 
stripwood or balsa, these to be at- 
tached to the brick wall. Of course if 
you do not decide to have a remov- 
able roof this task is simplified, re- 
quiring but one bracing timber reach- 
ing from wall to eaves.

This just about winds up the affair 
of the Major’s warehouse unless you'd 
like to know about the photographing 
of it. It was Charley who remarked 
that the old Major had looked a bit 
like Abe Lincoln. “And George here, 
if he was dressed up in tails and a 
plug hat he’d be almost the spittin’ 
image of the old boy.” George gave us 
that slow grin of his and said he’d be 
plumb honored to be a stand-in for 
the old Major but he wasn’t sure 
whether his wedding attire would fit 
him after fifty years. However Ma 
Spumoni saw to that, digging it out 
of the attic and sprucing it up. So 
that’s how you come to see George 
posing as Major Hoople on the front 
steps. I thought it added an authen- 
tic touch. 

Then Uncle Charley’s slot machine 
brain started spinning again. 

“Freddy,” he said, “the younger 
son he was a lot like me kinda ar- 
tistic and literary so to speak, and 
about my size, give or take some. And 
that Will, he was a big ugly bear like 
his pa... like George, there. Now 
what I think is that me and George 
could stand in for’ them two dissipat- 
ed sons of —of the Major when we 
take a picture of the other side of the 
warehouse.” George snapped his gal- 
luses, let fly a stream of brown juice 
over the side of the platform and 
grinned, saying it was jake with him, 
and that’s how we come to have an 
authentic picture of the Major, his 
warehouse, and his two sons, by 
proxy. oa 
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Ready to drop into position on any railroad 
layout is this easily constructed power house 
of classic line. Construction is all of wood.

cents! If only there was a war sur- 
plus power plant around! Ha! How 
about the old plant of the P.D.&Q., 
located out in the boondocks (cheaper 
taxes) that once powered their for- 
merly electric division. Well suh, a 
three way deal between the P.D.&Q.’s 
president involving trackage rights, 
the power house, and a few bucks 
stuffed quietly into the Swiss account 
of a pert blonde saved the day. A few 
carloads of coal would soon get those 
old generators turning. 

The power house isn’t a large struc- 
ture, measuring only 27x37 ft. so that 
even in O gauge, the length is only 
9% inches. The long windows, tall 
stacks, and sloping roof distinguish it 
easily from other industry. 

The original model was built from 
Northeastern wood with the exact 
weight used being determined by 
your gauge and oreference. Thick 
stock cuts harder than thin stock but 
is more difficult to cut with a model- 
ers knife. Its no trick to enlarge any 
or all dimensions if desired. North- 
eastern also makes, simulated brick 
stock silk screened on wood. Alter- 
nately, All-Nation makes 2 a dandy 
brick three-dimensional board in 
either small or large scale (HO and 
TT or S and O) and William K. 
Walthers offers “brick papers in a va- 
riety of colors and shades. Follow the 
manufacturer’s recommendations for 
applying the brick paper if you de- 
cide to use it. 

The roofs are cut from 1/16” thick 
wood sheet. The flat top section is 
3/16” thick with 1/16” square strips 
making a border around the top. 

The trim is cut from thin wood 
strips prepainted to simulate concrete. 
Windows can be commercial windows 
but the odd shape may make it easier

to make up your own from acetate 
ruled to represent window panes. 
The door opening should be cut 
out so that the door will be recessed. 
Model Hobbies has a door that would 
do very well. The twin stacks are 
3/8” dowel cut to 6” lengths in HO, 
sanded throughly and painted black 
or, alternately, covered with brick 
paper. Two grooves will have to be 
cut in the roof edge to clear the 
stacks, which are cemented to a small 
block at the rear of the building.

Roof retail is simple but with some 
vents and pipes designed to look in- 
teresting. Turn something similar on 
a lathe or look up some of Gil-Melle’s 
old articles on roof detail and see 
what you can come up with. 

Power houses and sub-stations often 
have a fence surrounding them. 
Should you add a fence, be sure to 
provide a gate large enough to permit 
trucks to enter. A siding providing for 
a hopper car or two would also be 
desirable. Why ship coal in by 
trucks? 

Roof surfaces should be painted tar 
paper black. Trim is white and the 
door either brown or green. And 
maybe if business on the old Trolley 
Line is good, there will be another 
dividend next year, too. pt

East Broad Top Railroad in Pennsylvania was a real operating nar- 
row gauge pike; was converted to fan operation and in attracting 
big crowds. 
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rr TRYING to design a fairly simple 
model railroad, one hits on two 
good possibilities: (a) simple oval, 
and (b) a point-to-point shuttle line. 
The pair are combined in the Fantra 
& Oldtown on these pages. When one 
sees a listing of all the lines “still 
in steam’ around the country, one 
wonders how so many of them make 
out financially. By adding a model 
one, we do not take the massive fi- 
nancial risk taken by real fan lines, 
at any rate. 

The F&O connects the towns of 
those names by a simple point-to- 
point track around the right end of 
the hollow square 6’ x 8’ layout. Since 
it is a common carrier instead of just 
a week-end fan operation, there are a 
goodly number of industrial sidings 
along the right-of-way. For connec- 
tion with the outside world and-other 
railroads, there is a steeply sloping 
interchange track at Fantra. This con- 
nects with the “main line’ of some 
ether railroad which cuts across the 
top and left parts of the layout table. 
It almost goes without saying that 
these two isolated ends of main line 
can at some time be connected such 
as when the main line can be swung 
“all the way around the cellar.” 

The station at Fantra is at the high 
level, but connects by stairs to a low 
platform for the F&O. No passengers 
may be carried beyond the depot to- 
ward the left because of the danger- 
ous switching move needed to get the 
engine around the train. 

The empty train pulls up under the 
bridge toward “end,” then backs its 
coaches up the steep interchange 
track (1) where they are held by a 
hook between the rails or by an idle 
finger. The engine proceeds to (2), 
then backs past the interchange track 
to (3). The brakeman releases the 
brakes, the conductor clears the de- 
rail, and the cars coast down to (2). 
Engine then pulls up to its cars, cou- 
ples, and goes to the curved station 
platform -to pick up another load of 
people who are willing to part with 
a couple of bucks to ride behind a 
steamer and get cinders in their eyes; 
notwithstanding having sworn twenty 
years back (after a midsummer ride 
behind a non-airconditioned steamer) 
never to go near the things again. 
So from (4) the train proceeds on its 
smokey way. 

In order to give passengers a long- 
er ride for their fares, and in order 
to test-run equipment, we do have 
an oval. So the train whirls around 
this a few times via the sneak-off 
tracks and tunnel at left. Finally it 
runs into Oldtown (5) and the engine 
pulls up past the switch to the escape 
track (6). It then backs through the 
run-around track and backs to the 
other end of the train for the return 
journey to Fantra. 

I show three control sections A, 
B, and C for the F&O but since only 
one engine will be in steam at a 
time, they may be combined, wired 
to the same controls. Switches are 
pictured as all #4 regular, or all-rail 
frog turnouts. 
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Rarest of the 6464 series is possibly the 6464-960 better known as 
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the rubber stamped 6464-1965 TCA Special, made for the TCA 1965 
Pittsburgh National Convention. Car is rich blue with white.

| lari toy train collectors are 
finding difficulty in accepting the 
fact that toy train equipment pro- 
duced in the period following World 
War II has become quite collectable. 
Even harder to accept is the fact that 
certain items are not only collectable 
but in strong demand. Especially is 
this true of Lionel’s higher priced 
custom line. 

Among the most sought after pieces 
are the scale-dimensioned 6464 series 
boxcars which made their debut in 
the 1953 catalog. These cars are made 
of high impact molded plastic bodies 
measuring 10% inches overall. Floors 
are stamped steel, black in color. 
Earlier cars were equipped with Bet- 
tendorf die cast truck frames but the 
cars produced after about 1960 are 
equipped with molded roller bearing 
trucks. Variations are also noted in 
the automatic knuckle couplers he- 
tween early and late production. The 
average collector will primarily con- 
cern himself with the cars themselves 
and not with the variations in trucks 
and couplers found in the 6464 series, 
if for no other reasons than the 
quantity of cars involved and the 
ease with which trucks and couplers 
are changed. 

As might be expected, a number of 
fascinating color and lettering varia- 
tions have come to light, making the 
series even more interesting to the 
collector. Among the known varia- 
tions are the following. The 6464-1 
Western Pacific boxcar, for example, 
is a silver car found with either blue

Interest in these near-scale boxcars by collectors 
started less than ten years after the series was 


introduced. Many of the cars produced for only 


one year are already scarce. 


THE COMPLETE 6464 SERIES BOXCARS 


or black lettering. 

There are two versions of the 6464- 
100 Western Pacific boxcar. The first 
version is a silver car having a giant 
yellow-orange (commonly called 
orange) feather across the entire car 
side. Less well known is the second 
version with orange body, white let- 
tering and a smaller blue feather on 
the left side of the car only. Lionel’s 
parts catalog lists this body as No. 
250, hence the number technically 
should be 6464-100 with 250 body. 
There is no other 6464-250 car known 
at this writing. 

The 6464-150 Missouri Pacific car 
in blue and grey comes in five distinct 
variations. These include cars with 
solid yellow and yellow with grey 
stripe doors, and a model with the 
number on the right rather than on 
the left side. 

The 6464-175 Rock Island car is 
silver and is known with either blue 
or black lettering, otherwise the same. 
Similarly, the red, white, and blue 
Bangor & Aroostook “State of Maine” 
boxcar No. 6464-275 is found with 
either tri-color or solid red doors with 
Jettering in both cases. 

Another case of door variations is 
found in the Rutland 6464-300 car 
having either solid yellow or yellow 
and green doors without lettering. 

One of the most interesting varia- 
tions concerns the New Haven 6464- 
425 boxcar in black with orange doors 
and lettering. Version A is otherwise 
identical to version B but lacks the 
upper inside serif on the large “N” of 


the New Haven logotype. 

6464-650 Rio Grande boxcar with 
yellow and silver sides and black let- 
tering can have either a silver or yel- 
low roof, The yellow version report- 
edly has decal lettering. 

Interesting also are the 6464-510 
New York Central in pastel blue with 
black lettering and the 6464-515 pastel 
yellow MKT with brown lettering. 
Both cars were made for the special 
girl’s train set of 1957-1958. 

Car 6464-1965 is unusual for a num- 
ber of reasons. Its correct number is 
6464-960 and it is believed the only 
uncataloged 6464 boxcar made to date. 
In handsome blue with white letter- 
ing, this specially made car with 
Train Collectors Association 1965 
Pittsburgh National Convention let- 
tering was a limited run and has 
“6464-1965” factory rubber stamped 
under the floor. 

All of the 6464 cars have heat 
stamped lettering, which requires the 
use of a special die electrically heated 
which transfers the required colors 
from a special roll leaf containing the 
pigment color. Where multi-colors 
were required, as in some railroad 
heralds, the herald would be applied 
separately by hand. 

The same car body is also used in 
other series cars, notably the 6468 
and operating cars of the 3400 and 
3800 series.

OPERATION SIMPLIFIED— 

BY STYLE—Doug Smith 

Being asked to guest this column 
by Whit is one of those niceties that 
comes from being a member of 
NMRA. Having met Whit many years 
ago at one of the Board of Trustees 
meetings in Chicago I have had many 
fine letters go between us over the 
years. Several months ago Whit asked 
if I would do a guest column and it 
must have been one of my weaker 
moments as he claims I agreed to do 
this. The nicest part of this guest bit 
is that Whit has allowed me to pick 
my own subject, so long as it’s on 
operation. 

Operation, as you have read in 
these columns over several months 
can be quite a science. However I 
would like to talk more of how I use 
Operation here on my BROOK VAL- 
LEY RAILROAD. 

Many readers or just plain listeners 
to the story of Operation are at once 
scared when clinic lecturers and au- 
thors start to expound on the NEED 
for forms. You can recall, I’m sure, 
that some of you have put down an 
article, or walked from a lecture, once 
the subject of the various card forms 
was discussed. Now I won’t say that 
Operation can be performed without 
cards or some sort of system, but I

do insist that it can be done with just 
the minimum that you want it to be 
done with. 

Here on the BROOK VALLEY I 
am not one to go into any more 
paperwork than I have to. I also be- 
lieve that it is fun to see the train 
move from town to town.as well as 
doing the imaginative jobs of deliver- 
ing the goods and carrying imagina- 
tive people of the B.V. What I have 
done over a period of years is to de- 
velop a simple card order system that 
is perpetual in nature. It contains 
only two parts, a car identification 
card and a waybill. Once the car. 
cards and a supply of Waybills are 
on hand there is no further writing of 
dispatcher notes, timetables, special 
meet orders, etc. 

Now before I raise a scream from 
the purists let me explain that I en- 
joy working as a guest engineer on 
other roads that go into complicated 
form systems, but on my own road I 
prefer the system that I am going to 
describe as the one I feel is best 
suited to the type of model railroad- 
ing we run on the B.V. 

Getting into the B.V. System, for 
want of a better name, let me talk of 
the car card first as this is the easiest 
and most important one needed. My 
car cards are made from standard 
3x5 file cards, obtainable from any 
stationery store. Divide with a pencil, 
all of these cards, in half vertically. 
On the left side print, or better yet 
type, three lines starting at the top 
of the card. 

lst Line — The Type of the Car. 

2nd Line — The Car’s Road Name. 

3rd Line — The Road’s Initials and 
Number. 

On the right side of the card in bold 

letters three more lines, centered, 

which will read: ‘RETURN TO 

YARD.’ This completes the car card, 


see illustration of Brook Valley Box 
Car No. 92064. If you like you can 
type on the back side of the cards 
the car’s history and maintenance rec- 
ord as I do, a nice touch but really 
not necessary for Operation. 

The next step is the Waybills and 

the number of these that you will use 
is entirely up to you and something 
that you can add to as you get used 
to Operating your own railroad. The 
first step in making up the Waybills 
is to make a list of all the industries 
on your layout. This is best done by 
having a sheet of paper for each in- 
dustry and for each industry list as 
subheads the type of freight cars that 
might either deliver or take away 
goods from this industry, leave space 
between each type of car. 
- Let us take a theoretical example, 
say you have a furniture factory. 
Now in my case I feel that this type 
of business can send out goods in Box 
cars, Gondolas and Flat cars. This 
business can receive goods in Box 
cars, Flat cars and Tank cars. Let 
me explain further. The furniture 
factory on the B.V. delivers finished 
furniture in Box cars, window fram- 
ing, prefab trusses and other such 
building components on Flat cars and 
the waste sawdust and chips are sent 
out in Gondolas. Lumber for use in 
making furniture is received by Box 
car and fuel oil for factory heating 
by Tank car. Get the idea? You will 
have to use your imagination as to 
what your various industries receive 
or send out. If you get stuck try 
reading the yellow pages of the phone 
book for some idea of the many kinds 
of products. The April 1963 Operators 
Column discussed this problem at 
some length. 

Now that you have listed your in- 
dustries and the type of cars that will 
be spotted there, the next step is to 
list under each type of car the ma- 
terial or product that will be sent out 
from this location. If you list a Tank 
car and it will only deliver TO: but 
not from a particular industry then 
write in the phrase “Receive Only.” 
Under the cars that deliver products 
from the plant start listing the vari- 
ous products that this type of car will 
carry and several locations it may be 
delivered to. Example: under box car, 
Furniture—list Team Track, Big City; 
Freight House, Lone Town; ABC 
Warehouse, Twin Cities; and etc. Each 
time you list a delivery location go to 
that sheet and put a check mark be- 
side the car type for the industry. 
LE. for the sheet listing Team Track, 
Big City put a check mark beside Box 
ear. This will then mean that you 
have made provision for a delivery to 
this industry. (I consider Team Tracks 
as Industries.) Then at the same time 
see if Team Track has some industry 
that wants to ship something to the 
Furniture Factory. In the case of a 
Team Track this is always possible, 
not all businesses have railroad sid- 
ings and some theoretical business 
could be sending paint for example 
to the Furniture Factory. 

Once you have listed as many or as 
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as few as your heart desires then go 
over the lists once more and make 
certain that all types of cars for all 
your industries have been taken care 
of. Remember that the Furniture Fac- 
tory received tank cars of fuel oil. 


Have you made a check mark beside. 


tank car that indicates a future de- 
livery by some other industry? If not 
then list a delivery from your Oil 
Depot to the Furniture Factory. 

Now we are in business for the ac- 
tual making of the Waybills. These 
are made from the same type card 
stock the car cards were made from, 
but their size is 24% x3 inches. Take 
one of your industry sheets. Typing. 
or printing neatly, in three lines dou- 
ble spaced from the top of the WAY- 
BILL card on what we will call side 
1; on the top line put the word “TO:” 
and after this a town name. On the 
second line put the word “FOR:” and 
the name of the industry on the sheet 
before you. On the third line the type 
of car, such as Box car, and the two 
words “FOR LOADING G.” At the 
bottom of the card print “SIDE 1.” 
Now turn the card over and at the 
top print the word “FROM” and after 
this the town name and the industry 
you are at. On the second line the 
word “TO:” followed by the town 
name and the industry the goods are 
going to be delivered to. On the third 
line the car type. At the bottom print 
“SIDE 2.” 

Of course this will take you some 
time to make out a set of WAYBILLS, 
but then again how much time de- 
pends on you and the number you 
think you will need. I suggest that 
you only make out three delivery 
cards for each type of car for each 
industry to start off with and then 
after you have given this system a try 
you can add more cards if you need 
more activity at certain industries. 

It stands to reason that if your road 
has a large number of Box cars then 
a large number of Box car WAY- 
“BILLS will be needed, whereas if 
you only have one or two Tank cars 
then perhaps one WAYBILL per in- 
dustry would be the way to start 
these cars out. 

So now we have the car cards and 
a goodly supply of WAYBILLS. How 
are they Used? To start this system 
take a variety of cars and place them 
at your various industries. (Haven't 
made all the model buildings yet? — 
O.K. then show their location with a 
cardboard sign.) Maybe two different 
types at some, one type at others, and 
some industries with no cars at all. 
The balance of your cars place in 
your freight yard or yards. Now 
alongside of each car place its own 
Car Card. On three-quarters of the 
cars at the various industries attach 
an appropriate WAYBILL with Side 2 
facing you. For the cars in the freight 
yard attach an appropriate WAYBILL 
with half of the Side 1’s and half of 
the Side 2’s facing you. 

Let me digress for a moment. When 
I say Attach WAYBILL to Car Card. 
this can be done with a paperclip. But 
paper clips have a nasty habit of get- 
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ting tangled. To avoid this problem I 
made sheet plastic pockets “Scotch” 
taped three sides, open top, on the 
right-hand face of all my car cards. 
This pocket holds the WAYBILLS 
and they are easily read through the 
plastic face. 


Many modelers believe that 
the real fun of model 
railroading comes after 

the layout has been com- 
pleted and the model 
becomes a miniature of the 
real thing with full 
timetable operation. 


Now we are in business. . . - Let’s 
give the system a test run. Couple up 
a road engine and a caboose to four 
or five cars in your freight yard. You 
now have a peddler freight. Pick up 
the cards for the cars in your peddlar 
freight. These should all have a 
WAYBILL facing you. Take your 
train to the first town down the line 
from the freight yard and here stop 
your train. First examine the cards 
you brought with you. Do any of 
these list this town name? If so what 
industry? Then What Car? If no 
WAYBILL list for this town then you 
have no deliveries, BUT check the 
cards beside each industry in the 
town where cars are spotted. These 
may be of two types; LE. Car Cards 
with WAYBILLS showing Side 2 and 
Car Cards with no WAYBILL and 
the statement “Empty Car Return To 
Yard” showing. All the Side 2 WAY- 
BILL cards and ‘empties’ are to be 
picked up and put into your train, 
then any cars you brought with you 
for industries in this town are to be 
spotted at the industry as listed on 
the WAYBILL. 

When you deliver a car with a Side 
1 showing, THEN turn this WAY- 
BILL over so that Side 2 shows. When 
you deliver a car whose WAYBILL 
has Side 2 showing, remove the 
WAYBILL from the pocket and place 
it back in the yard for future attach- 
ment to any such car card as arrives 
back in the yard as an empty. Once 
you have completed all the moves in 
this first town your peddler freight 
has arrived at then proceed on to the 
next town and complete all the moves 
called for by the WAYBILLS. You 
understand that some of the cars you 
picked up in Town 1 may be destined 
for Town 2 or even Town 4. Then 
again you may pick up some Cars in 
Town 2 that are destined for Town 1 
which you just came from. In this 
case you don’t go back to that town 
but return these cars and all ‘empties’

in the freight yard your yard switch- 
er will take over and break up the 
arriving peddler freight. This is done 
by placing all cars with destinations 
into a new train and all ‘empties’ on 
a separate track, if possible. 

At this time new WAYBILLS are 
attached to all the car cards listed as 
‘empties’ and then these cars are 
placed into train two or if your road 
engine can handle a long train these 
cars are placed in the train that was 
made up of cars with destinations. 

Believe it or not that is the basic 
system I use for the BROOK VAL- 
LEY RAILROAD. There are other 
fancy additions that I use and I’ll ex- 
plain them but you can stop right 
here if your layout is very small or 
if you don’t care to become more 
involved. 

One item that I have added is what 
we call Town Boxes. These are mere- 
ly three-slot homemade file boxes 
to hold the car cards for each car that 
happens to be spotted at some indus- 
try in that town. Seeing that I have 
five towns and two yards I therefore 
have seven boxes. Now these boxes 
as I said have three slots. The first 
slot is labeled—DELIVERY. The sec- 
ond slot is labeleda—HOLD and the 
final slot is labeled—PICK-UP. This 
is how they are used. When a peddler 
freight engineer arrives in one of the 
B.V. towns he first removes all the 
cards in the slot labeled PICK-UP. 
He then takes the cards in the HOLD 
slot and puts these in the PICK-UP 
slot and the cards in the slot marked 
DELIVERY into the HOLD slot. This 
as you can see limits the movement 
of the cars. You are not always pick- 
ing up every car in every town as 
you arrive. Any car that is delivered; 
its card is then placed in the first 
slot marked DELIVERY. After we 
installed these Town Boxes we found 
that it became possible for a train to 
leave the yard with say five or ten 
cars and return with none to twenty. 

Another thing we do on the B.V. is 
to send peddlers out from the yards 
in both directions, East and West. 
These trains only switch trailing point 
turnouts and therefore if a peddler 
had a car for an industry with a fac- 
ing point turnout then that car was 
not delivered, but brought back to 
the yard for the switcher to place this 
car into a train leaving in the correct 
direction for the delivery to be made. 
This feature brought on the addition 
of an identifying initial to each of 
the WAYBILLS, either an ‘BE’ or a 
“W.” These initials were for the use 
of the yard switcher in making up his 
trains in the yard. All cars that car- 
ried WAYBILLS with the ‘E’ initial 
in the upper right corner were placed 
in the Eastbound train and the West- 
bound holds for the “W.” This al- 
lowed the peddler freights to make 
correct deliveries and not have to 
haul a car out and then bring it back. 

The two boxes for the yards are 
different from the Town Boxes in 
that they are four slot and list; Yard 


Industries, Peddlers East and West, 
and Through Freights and act as a 
file for the extra WAYBILLS. A 
Through Freight is a train which 
travels from one yard to another yard 
without making local deliveries along 
the line. It may however, drop off or 
pick-up cars at an interchange point. 

This brings up another refinement 
in our part of operation that Don 
Peck and Jeff French, my two model 
railroad buddies and I have so much 
fun with. We have made out WAY- 
BILLS that actually send our cars 
to each others layouts. My Brook 
Valley has two interchange points; 
one that interchanges with Don Peck’s 
ROCKVILLE & EASTERN, and one 
that interchanges with Jeff French’s 
RED LODGE & YELLOWSTONE. 
During an operating session here on 
the B.V. any cars that have WAY- 
BILLS for either of these roads are 
placed on the correct interchange 
track and then at the end of the ses- 
sion Don and Jeff actually take these 
cars home with them. I keep appro- 
priate records of where my cars are 
and what cars of theirs that I have 
on the B.V. On the following Friday 
evening we then meet and operate 
Don’s layout and the next Friday 
Jeff’s. Each time taking home any 
cars that are destined for our own 
road. This feature has really added 
FUN, in caps, to this system of ours. 

I haven’t mentioned passenger op- 
eration because with us it is rather a 
haphazard thing and when we want 
tc run in a passenger train we merely 
make out a slip of paper that tells 
whoever is going to run this train 
what he must do when he gets out on 
the main line. Such a slip may tell 
the engineer to Pick-Up a baggage 
car at a certain town and then to 
deliver a milk car at another town 
and so on, but you may make any 
arrangement you care to. Once in a 
great while we even give “Time- 
tables” a try. 

So there is the story of Operation 
and How It Is Done on The BROOK 
VALLEY. I can’t but guarantee that 
once you get into operation you will 
find a whole new concept of enjoy- 
ment in Model Railroading . . . Doug

Longer cars may thus 
require two sets. To assemble, pivot 
arms are cemented to the back of the 
seat.

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Street Railway Switches: O Fine 
Scale

Bill Clouser offers left and right 
trolley switches designed from the 
American Electric Railway Associa- 
tion’s standards for a lateral switch 
having a track center radius of 75 ft. 
It should be noted right at the outset 
that all of Clouser’s products were 
developed with no regard or intended 
compatibility with NMRA O gauge 
standards and would require the use 
of fully scale, fine gauge wheels, ap- 
proximately the AAR section and 
with a wheel flange of .030”. The 
Ciouser wheels maintain the NMRA 
back-to-back standard of 1.125” and 
therefore can be used to replace the 
wheels on many commercial power 
trucks. Axle sizes are generally the 
same. Wheels are black oxidized 
steel, uninsulated. 

The switches will not accommodate 
the .062” standard NMRA O gauge 
wheel flange. Conversely, because the 
back-to-back spacing is the same as 
NMRA O gauge track, it is possible 
for cars equipped with Clouser wheels 
to be used on carefully and accurate- 
ly gauged O gauge track laid to 
NMRA standards. If interchange of 
equipment made to NMRA standards 
is your prerequisite, Clouser track 
products are not for you. 

With that introduction out of the 
way, we'll get to cases. The switches 
consist of two beautifully made nickel 
silver lost wax units, completely as- 
sembled and polished, ready to in- 
stall. The castings simulate the 7” 
Lorain girder rail and have a flange- 
way .040” deep. 

The switch has four castings: the 
switch, the companion switch mate, 
the movable tongue, and the spring 
box lid. The major concern when in- 
stalling the switch is to gauge the 
unit accurately. 

Although the switch radius is 75 
ft., the switch can be used for curves 
of sharper radius as well as for tan- 
gent tracks. 

The Clouser switch points are de- 
signed for use with Clouser girder 
grooved rail and girder guard rail. 
Frogs are not provided with the

Generally, the rails are 
butted up one against the other anc 
the necessary groove “Dremeled”’ into 
the rail so that cars could cross with- 
out bumping, finishing up with rif- 
fler or other fine modelers files. 

Of interest to HOers is the fact 
that these switches generally meet 
NMRA HO standards and are per- 
fectly suitable for use if the O scale 
width (about 12” HO) isn’t objection- 
able. The point, incidently, is de- 
signed to be mounted on the inside 
rail of the switch. The switches list 
at $3.75 per switch kit, ready to in- 
stall, with instructions.

Completed 
lettering should be sprayed with some 
dull finish varnish coat to assure per- 
manent adhesion.

Cobblestone Paving: O Scale 
Mfd.. by William J. Clouser, 1301 
Thatcher Ave., St. Louis 35, Missouri. 
Cobblestone streets are disappear- 
ing rapidly in this concrete and as- 
phalt age but you'll still find them 
occasionally in older parts of town. 
Time was when many streets equip- 
ped with street car tracks utilized 
cobblestones, hince it permitted easy 
repairing of streets when track gangs 
had to repair railway tracks. 
Clouser’s cobblestone paving for 
O gauge trolley track is designed for 
use with Clouser track components 
but is also adaptable to city track of 
traditional construction made _ to 
NMRA standard. The cobblestones 
come in 8” x 10” sheets of .010” thick 
white vinyl. Each sheet includes a 
7%” length of curved and straight

“roadbed” for city street use, plus a 
514” x 8” section of solid cobblestone. 
This cobblestone is similar in shape 
to the Holgate-Reynolds sheet used 
by some modelers. 

The curved section has a 48-ft. 
radius but can be adapted to other 
radii by cutting apart the courses or 
lines of brick so they can be widened 
or tightened as desired. 

The vinyl is applied to the sub- 
roadbed of wood using Ambroid or 
Elmer’s white glue applied liberally 
to the back side of the vinyl. Under 
no circumstances should the cobble- 
stone paving rise above the level of 
the rails causing the wheels to lift 
off the track. The paving is painted 
after installation using Floquil or 
other suitable model paints in red 
brick colors, well weathered. Do 
not “mortar” between the bricks but 
fill in this area with a thin wash of 
black or dark brown to simulate dirt. 
Additional instructions are provided 
with the cobblestone paving sheets 
and should be followed carefully for 
best results. Three sheets of the pav- 
ing provide a quarter circle. The 
sheets are 75c each, postpaid. The 
vinyl cuts easily with scissors or 
modelers knife. O gauge trolley 
modelers eager for realistic cobble- 
stone streets and carbarn yard areas 
will find this material a must.

Varney Engine Step Replacement 
I. Cahn: I have been unable to obtain 
engine step replacements for my old 
classic Varney Pacific. Can you sug- 
gest a substitute? 

ANSWER: Send for the Finishing 
Touches Catalog put out by Selley, 
744 Clay Street, Winter Park, Florida, 
and specify your scale. They list a 
white metal casting quite similar to 
the former Varney unit. And the 
Kemtron catalog ($1.00, P.O. Box 
1954, Fresno, California) lists the 
Budd lost wax cast engine steps, 
slightly shorter. 

I’m not quite sure what specific 
Varney loco you're referring to, as 
there are several Varney Pacifics that 
could now be termed “classic.” Those 
dating from before the mid-1940’s 
had slightly different steps. You'll 
probably have to repair both steps to 
get a perfect match. 


High Speed Drills & Taps 
R. Urs: Where can I buy high-speed 
drills and taps in the small numbered 
model railroad sizes? 
ANSWER: Try your local hobby shop 
first. Glenmore Hardware Co., 181 
Greenwich St., New York City, N.Y. 
10007 stocks a complete line of drills 
and taps. Arvid Anderson, Frederic, 
Wisconsin, also offers high-speed 
drills in model railroad sizes. 
High-speed drills, incidently, tend 
to be brittle and are subject to break- 
age when used in slow hand-operated 
pin vises under pressure. We might 
also add that the purchase of quality 
drills and taps is a worthwhile in- 
vestment. 


Monitor Roof 

E. Johnson Jr.: What is a “monitor 
roof’? 

ANSWER: A monitor roof is a roof 
having a raised center section. Other 


terms for this type of roof include 
clerestory roof, railroad roof, steam- 
coach roof, etc. It’s opposite would be 
the arch roof or turtle-back roof, 
which lacks the clerestory feature. 





























60° Postal, A roof (UP, IC, CRIP) 


Somewhat similar is the deck roof 
found in some very early steam rail- 
road passenger cars and on many 
trolleys, although deck roof trolleys 
lack the sloped-roof portion at each 
end. 

The Walthers catalog illustrations 
show samples of the monitor roof 
and arch roof cars. 


Table Height 

Several Readers: What is the ideal 
height for a model railroad? 
ANSWER: Most modelers find that a 
height of about 40-42 inches suits 
their purposes. This height permits 
easy ducking under when required 
for maintenance. 

Occasionally, interesting effects can 
be obtained by varying the height. 
60 inches brings the head down near 
track level, ideal for realism by 
adults. 

Veteran modeler Watty House has 
always preferred a height of about 
20 inches, which permits walking 
over the layout. 
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_Micro-matic Track Gauge by Baumgarten, 220 


Anacapa St., Santa Barbara, California 
($5.00) advises modeler at a glance how 
much track is out of gauge. Many factors can 
throw track out. 


A few modelers don’t worry about 
table height at all, building the bulk 
of their pikes at about the standard 
40-inch level, with tracks going as far 
down and up as required, and with 
scenery extending down to floor level. 


Diesel A End 

W. Anthony: When one runs a diesel 
road switcher, should the long or 
short cab end be run first? 
ANSWER: Either. Railroads can or- 
der their diesels from the factory 
either way, so check your own fa- 
vorite railroad to see which end of 
the units are marked “F,” for front. 

In actual operating practice, the 
units might be in either position any- 
way, since most railroads have junked 
their old steam railroad turntables in 
many locations. 

On the Erie-Lackawanna, the heavy 
freights powered by three-unit, low- 
hood diesels usually have the short 
end first, at least on the lead unit. 
Local freights and commuter trains 
powered with road switchers are li- 
able to have locos with either end 
first. Versatile, these diesels! 


Maintaining Old Track 

T. Rigga: I have some track that is 
several years old and notice that 
gauge changes here and there cause 
derailments. Is there any way to fix 
the track so it will stay put once and 
for all? 

ANSWER: O gauge track, spiked four 
spikes per tie, usually stays put with 
a minimum of maintenance. HO track, 
being of lighter rail and held in place 
with fewer spikes is subject to occa- 
sional problems, which can be mini- 
mized by using commercial track such 
as Snap-Track, flexible track, Tru- 
Track, and the like. 


RAILROAD MODEL CRAFTSMAN 


Baumgarten puts out a handy little 
micro-matic track gauge which shows 
how much your track is off. It sells 
for $5 from Baumgarten, 220 Anacapa 
St., Santa Barbara, California. The 
gauge is set for .656” (16.5mm.) and 
shows deviations both ways. 

Once you know which way the 
gauge is off, drive in a few extra 
spikes to exert needed side play 
against the rails to correct the out- 
of-gauge condition. 

Expansion, contraction, warpage, 
dampness, and similar factors, all 
play a part in the condition of your 
track. The better you make your 
track in the first place, the less like- 
lihood there will be later on for ex- 
tensive maintenance.. 


Cat-enary Trouble 

A. Reader: It sounds funny but it 
isn’t. In order to have a model rail- 
road, I have to put up with my wife’s 
three Siamese cats. These are priv- 
ileged characters. They sleep on the 
railroad tracks and tear up overhead 
wire and have been known to raise 
cane in general. The good wife says, 
“No cats, no railroad.” Vacuum clean- 
ing is not the answer. All of my cars 
and locos are gummed up with cat 
hair. What’s your answer for fast re- 
moving of the hair, not the cats? 
ANSWER: Most pet shops sell chem- 
icals which cats don’t like but which 
won’t harm them. It should do the 
trick. 


HOn3 History 

S. Jepson: Give a history of HO nar- 
row gauge. 

ANSWER: Narrow gauge in HO scale 
started in this country around 1939 
with such early practitioners as 
Wayne Lincoln, Charley Pearce, Car- 
rol Weis, and Bill Schopp. Schopp 
had a construction article published 
in the old Miniature Railroading 
Magazine on a freelanced version of 
the BRB&L 2-4-2T in HOn3. This 
was later reworked and reprinted in 
RMC a few years later.. 

Following the War, HOn3 sprang 
up in the late 1940’s in that hotbed 
of causes, Southern California, and 
soon fanned its way across the coun- 
try in a flurry of talk and writing. 

The gauge was given standing

parts and kits, supplemented by a 
host of other manufacturers produc- 
ing still more parts, kits, switches, 
imported locos, and the-like. A good 
variety of HOn3 power has been 
available. 

The next big narrow gauge spurt 
is coming in HOn2%4, with the avail- 
ability of Egger-Bahn and the new 
AHM imported line. 

Some experimentation has been 
done in HOn2 with satisfying results 
but as yet, HOn2 is not a commercial 
practicality. 


Loco Cab Interior Paint 
E. Johnson Jr.: What color should I 
paint the inside of a steam loco- 
motive cab? 
ANSWER: Various light industrial 
colors were common, notably light 
green and light brown or tan. If your 
loco has a motor protruding into the 
cab, better not accept the problem. 
rather paint the cab interior black. 
Incidently, we’ve seen very few cab 
windows enclosed with glass panes, 
in any gauge or scale. 


Great Northern 2-10-4 

A. Albertson: In the Feb. 1963 RMC 
you had an article on deluxe cross- 
kitting in which you changed parts 
around to make a Pennsylvania 4-8-4 
and a Great Northern 2-10-4. You 
printed a photo of the PRR 4-8-4 but 
not one of the GN locomotive. Do you 
have one available? 

ANSWER: Yes, printed on this page. 
Take note that these two wheel ar- 
rangements were never operated by 
these two railroads. The AHM 2-10-4

Slop Back Tenders 

M. Collins Jr.: What is the purpose of 
slope back tenders on swtichers? 
ANSWER: Slope-back tenders were 
used mainly on switching locos and 
rarely on road locomotives. The slope 
gave better visibility in switching op- 
erations to the engine crew. Some 
railroads used them extensively, oth- 
ers not at all or only on some 
switchers 


Narrow Table Width 

J. J. Stern: My layout can be only 
three feet wide but HO sectional 
track is 18 inches in radius, 36 inches 
in diameter, plus clearance, means 
four or more inches in width needed 
which I just don’t have. Will many 
HO locos take the 15-inch sectional 
track available in HO? 

ANSWER: Most of the smaller ready- 
to-run steam locos and most of the 
single-unit diesels will operate with- 
out much trouble. We’d suggest limit- 
ing yourself to smaller type locos, 
operating more as a branch line than 
a main line railroad. Also restrict 
yourself to old-time passenger cars 
which are little longer than most 
freight cars.. 

Other alternatives would include 
modeling narrow gauge or building a 
trolley system. Also, you could try 
TT or 000/N gauge.
